The Colombian treaty comes up 
automatically in the senate, under 
agreement reached las{t session. It 
will be voted on after eight legis- 
lative days. A group in the senate 
will oppose the pact, which would 
pa $25,000,000 to Colombia, on 
the grounds that it constitutes a 
virtual confession that the United 
States stole the Panama canal zone. 

The emergency tariff, vetoed 
President Wilson at the last ses 
is ready for introduction in 
the house, and it is expected will 
be passed and sent to the upper 
chamber with little delay. This 
measure imposes heavy duties on 
agricultural products, and is design-~- 
ed to ‘aid farmers. It would re- 
main in effect only until a perma- 
nent tariff is adopted. 

President Favors Both, 

President Harding is committed 
to favorable action on both. the 
treaty and the tariff, and is ex- 
pected to urge it when he delivers 
his message.

The course with regard to for- 
eign relations will be determined 
largely by President Harding.

Negotiatian of a peace treaty with 
Germany will follow, although there 
has been no indication from the 
white house. that the manner of

During recent days it has become 
apparent the whole peace program 
will bear an administration label. 
The senate is not to be peymitted 
to rush pell-mell into a scheme 
committing the country, unless with 
the consent and approval of Presi- 
dent Harding and his secretary of 
state. This does not mean there 
will be friction, although there is 
a wide divergance in the views 
of the irreconcilable group of sena- 
tors and members of the cabinet 
on the degree in_internationalb col- 
laboration that should be under- 
taken, 

Harding to Give Views. 

President Harding, in his message, 
is expected to indicate what he 
thinks should be done. He will turn

Moultrie, Ga., April. 10.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Following his confession in 
a letter to a megnber of the board 
of county commissioners of Mitchell 


_county that he was short in his ac- 


counts, books and. papers of Tax. 
Collector Boyd have been locked up 
by order of the board and an au- 
ditor has been sent for to make ; 
investigation of Boyd’s accounts. 

It is not known where the tax 
collector is. He left Camilla about 
March 10, stating he was going to 
take a two weeks’ vacation. After 
he had been away for a number of 
days he wrote a letter to A. T. 
Jones, of the Mitchell county board, 
confessing he was short in his ac- 
counts. If the amount was revealéd 
to Mr. Jones, he has not given it 
out. 

Mr. Jones infOrmed other mem- 
bers of the board of the letter, and 
it was then decided to lock the col- 
lector’s office until a thorough 
probe of his affairs could be made. 

Was Under Bond. 

Boyd was under bond in the sum 
of $50,000 as a safeguard for money , 
collected for Mitchell county, while 
the state had similar protection in 
the sum of $40,000. It is stated that 
it is known that the shortage will 
not total more than $30,000, as the 
tax collector is said to have paid 
over all of the money with the ex- 
ception of approximately that sum 
prior to hts disappearance.

Tonight at 7:30 o’clock the curs 
tain will rise on one of the most 
rigid investigations in Atlanta's 
history, when the special council- 
manic committee of five members 
| begins to delve into Solicitor-Gen- 
eral John A. Boykin’s charges of in- 
competence or corruption in the de- 
tective department. 

When called over the. telephone 
Sunday Solicitor Boykin and Eugene 
R. Black, prominent lawyer, retain- 
ed to assist the solicitor, gave out 
brief statements. Chief Poole was 
silent. So was Lieutenant Detec- 
tive Shaw. Neither Lieutenant 
Waggoner nor Aldine Chambers 
could be reached. 

Solicitor Boykin turned his spot- 
light on the “Rehard affidavit’ 
Biv en out Saturday by Chief Poole, 
declaring that th@ Liberty bond 
transaction had been the subject of 
investigation before the grand jury 
and the evidence showed that Re- 
hard tried to put over a forged 
indorsement on R. N. Berrien, Jr.. 
in an effort to néfotiate two drafts 
for a total of $25,@0 into Liberty 
bonds. . 

Declined to Cash Drafts. 

He said that Rehard, it Was 
alleged, tried to get the money. out 
of Berrien by fraud and the banks 
to which they were presented de- 
clined to cash the drafts upon a 
The matter 
was given publicity at the time, 
he said. 

Solicitor Boykin asserted that he 
will be present when the probe 
opens tonight ready to take any 
part necessary in directing his 
charges. 

Mr. Black stated that the investi- 
gation will not be carried on in the 


desire. to persecute anybody nor 


in any spirit of vindictiveness, but 
with the object on Mr. Boykin’s 
part to uncover what may be wrong 
in the conduct of the city’s law en- | 
forcement departments “and we're 
going to do it,” he said.

300 People Subpoenaed. 

Approximately three hundred per- 
sons have been subpoenaed to give 
their testimony, two hundred and 
fifty being residents of Atlanta. 

Chairman Walter A. Sims, of the 
probe committee, announced that 
the committee is ready to begin its 
work and is anxious to get at 
the truth of the charges. 

The sessions will be held in the 
council, chamber at city hall and 
will continue indefinitely 
night. Nobody ‘would 
prediction as to the probable length 
of the probe.

Ga., April 10.—(Spe- 
cial.)——-With the stage all set for 
the convening in extraordinary 
session of the Jasper county grand 
jury here tomorrow morning at 9 
o’clock, a rigid investigation of the 
John S. Williams “murder farm” 
will be started, and before :night- 
fall indictments charging approx- 
imately a. score of negro killings 
to the prominent planter and his 
three sons areé expected to be re- 
turned. 

Sheriff W. F. Persons will leave 
Atlanta early tomorrow morning 
with Clyde Manning, the negro 
whose, confession involved and con- 
victed Williams of murder in the 
Newton county superior court last 
week, and a number of other wit- 
nesses. The party is expected to 
arrive here at 10 o’clock, and the 
negroes will go before the grand 
jury imwmdiately. 

Witnesses Are Here. — 

Witnesses from Butts, Newton 
and several other counties are al- 
ready here to attend the investiga- 
tion. Solicitor Doyle Campbell, of 
the sag aaa circuit, who is di- 
recting the probe, stated. tonight 
that, in his opinion, the evidence 
he has in his possession will be in 
the hands of the grand jury late in 
the afternoén. This will mean the 


adjournment of the body until the 
next regular term of court. 

One of the first matters to be 
considered by the grand jury wilk 
be the lynching. of Eugene Hamil- 
ton, which occurred here several 
months ago. Solicitor Campbell has 
in possession the names of six or 
Seven citizens of Jasper county fur- 
nished him by Governor Hugh M. 
Dorsey. He will present these to 
the body with a mass of evidence 
he has accumulated, and indict- 
ments are expected to be returned.

Just as the worshipers 
gathering. for the Sunday evening 
service in Sharon church, at Weet 
Haven'Springs, two little girls, Ruby 
and Gladys Hembree, were fatanNy 
burned, when a five-gallon can of 
kerosene. exploded while Jean Da- 
mon was trying to light a fire in 
the church stove. 

Both Ruby and Gladys died in 
Grady hospital at 11:45 o'clock Sun- 
day night, a few hours after they 
had been burned. They died within a 
few minutes of each other. 

The blazing oil was scattered 
about the church by the explosion, 
The two girls, who are 15 and 12 
years old, were seated beside the 
stove, and were covered With the 
flaming kerosene. Other members 
of the congregation had a miraculous 
escape. 

The flash of the flame lit 
the windows of the chureh and at- 
tracted the attention of those living 
riear it, while the crash 
plosion could be heard for severa! 
blocks, amd caused intense excite- 
ment in the neighborhood. 

Ruby and Gladys were alone in the 
circle of flame which surrounded the 
stove, other persons rushing against 
the walls to avoid the flames. De- 
witt Hembree, brother of the giris, 
and W-e-H.. Whitfield were the firs: 
to see what had happened, and ran 
back into the fire to help the two 
children. They dragged Ruby out 
of the flames and attempted to ex- 
tinguish her burning clothing. 

: Flees ‘rom Church. 

Litt’e Gladys, panic-stricken, 
avoided those wh» tried to rescue 
her, and fled screaming from the 
church. Her father, J. E. Hembree, 
caught her at the door of the church, 
but she escaped from his arms and 
ran out into the night like a flam- 
ing torch. Her father chased her 
belf around the building, pulling off 
his coat as he ran. 

When he caught her, her clothing 
had been entirely burned from her 
body. He wrapped his coat around 
her and carried her back into the 
church. Whitfield and Dewitt Hem- 
bree had been unable to smother the 
flame which was burning in Ruby's 
clothing. The kerosene had Sst- 
urated her garments and efforts to 
put out the flames were unavailing 
until al] the kerosene had been con- 
sumed. All her clothes were burn- 
ed off. 

The two children were wrapped in 
overcoats, and Whitfield carried 
them to Grady hospital in his au- 
tomobile. It was not until he had 
delivered them to the care of physi- 
cians that he found that his face 
had been badly scorched while he 
was trying to save Ruby. 

Burned in Rescue Effort. 

The hands of the father were 
painfully burned in his efforts to 
save his little daughter. Dewitt 
Hembree had also been burned by 
the flames. Thelr hurts were treat- 
ed at the hospital. 

Naomi Brandon, 12 years old, a 
ncighoor of the two injured girls. 
was sprayed with blazing oil when 
the can exploded. She was pain- 
fully burned on the face and 
shoulders and was taken home. Her 
condition is not critical. 

Other members of the congrega- 
tion, as soon as the two little vie- 
time, had been started on tbeir hur- 
ried trip to the hospital, fought the 
flames which burned in the middle 
of the church building.

A. A large bank should be in po- 
sition to command better facilities 
and operate more economically, with 
+ -sgguiaatece good to business general- 
y. 

Q. Apparently the foreign ex- 
chunge business is concentrated in 
a comparatively few large banks: 
therefore, can it be classified as part 
of the general banking business of 
the United States? 


A. While a comparatively small 
percentage of banks deal directly 
with the European banks, there are 
but few banks in the United 
States which do net have transac- 
tions that are the‘result of experts 
or imports, and the larger banks are 
the channels throygh which these 
transactions ultimately find their 
way to foreign countries. 

Q. Is there any special benefit in 
selling our crops and products to 
foreign countries. 

A. The more we can sell to for- 
eign countries at a profit. the 
greater becomes the wealth of this 
country, because we are getting 
“the other man’s money:” whereas. 
when products are sold for consump- 
tion in this country, it is as if we 
took money out of one pocket and 
put it in another. 

Q. Is the character of the busi- 
ness transacted by each bank the 
same? 

A. While the principles of bank- 
ing are the same the world .over, 
the chapacter of the business trans- 
acted varies greatly according to 
the business of the» com- 
munity which the bank” serves,.. 
A bank in a crop-growing district 
will lend money to the farmer from 
the time the ground is broken un- 
til the crop is harvested, when 
most of its loans are paid and the 
bank is obliged to find other out- 
lets for making loans, until the 
planting season again comes 
around. The same condition exists 
in the lumber district from the time 
the logs are cut until they are sold 
as finished lumber, as it does also 


in the mill districts or the dry goods 
districts, or canneries, and, in fact, 
in almost every industrial district 
which has its season or seasons. 
And during part of the time the 
bank must stand ready to advance 
money to sound industries, while 
at other periods the money is re- 
paid and accumulates in the banks 
until the next season opens. If a 
bank is fortunately situated in a 
community that has a number of 
different kinds of industries, with 
different seasons, jt can profitably 
keep its money employed locally, 
but if not it must find other means 
of earning .income. * 

Q@. When a bank is_s situated 
where there are industries which 
employ its money only part of the 
year, what does the bank do with 
its idle funds during the remainder 
of the year? 

A. There are several ways in 
which a. bank can employ idle 
funds at such times. It may de- 
posit the funds with other banks in 
larger cities, where the demands 
for money are more varied, and re- 
ceive interest on the money so de- 
~osited. This is a convenient and 
sate method and {!s followed. by 
many for the profitable use of a 
part of their funds. Other banks 
may purchase railroad or other 
bonds for the. purpose of selling 
them when the money is again re- 
quired, but this method is not so 
popular for the reason that there 
is always the chance that the mar- 
ket value of the bonds may fall 
off for some reason just at the time 
when the money is needed, andthe 
expected income be depleted. On 
the other hand, the bonds may in- 
crease in value with greater profit 
than was anticipated. Probably one 
of the most popular methods is the 
purchase of two, three and four 
months bills receivable or accept- 
ances of firms and corporations, of 
Known standing, but who are un- 
able to borrow their full require- 
ments from the banks where they 
are located, for the reason that a 
bunk must Keep itself in position 
to accommodate all worthy cus-
